She received her 
early schooling in Orem and grad- 
uated “magna cum laude” with a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from 
Brigham Young University in 
1973. She was a member of the 
“Charter Class” of the J. Reuben 
Clark Law School and received her 
J.D. degree in 1976. She was ad- 
mitted to the Utah State Bar, the 
U.S. District Court for the District 
of Utah, and the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals for the Tenth Circuit in 1977, 
the ‘District of Columbia Bar in 
1979, and the Supreme Court of 
the United States in 1980. A prac- 
ticing attorney in Utah County for 
ten years, she served both in 


private practice and as a Deputy 
Utah County Attorney. For the last 
six years, she had been serving as 
Assistant United States Attorney 
for the District of Utah. 

Very active in professional, edu- 
cational, civic and political en- 
deavors, Margaret served promi- 
nently in many positions. She was 
appointed by the Governor to 
serve on the Education Commis- 
sion of the States based in Denver; 
she was appointed by the State 
Board of Education to serve on the 
Far West Laboratory Board based 
in San Francisco, appointed by the 
Utah State Legislature to serve on 
the Title 53 Revision Commission 


of the Utah Code, appointed to. 


servé on the committee which re- 
vised the Juvenile Court Rules of 
Practice and Procedure for the 
State of Utah, appointed by the 
Utah State Bar to serve on the 
Utah Legal Services Board, ap- 
pointed by the Utah State Board of 
Regents to serve on the name 
change committee of the Utah Val- 
ley Community College and was 
actively involved in that institu- 
tion, serving as president of its 
alumni association. She was a 
member of the Institutional Coun- 
cil and Vice President of the Foun- 
dation Board of that college. 

Her professional memberships 
included Utah Statewide Associa- 
tion of Prosecutors, National Dis- 


* trict Attorney's Association, Utah 


Trial Lawyers's Association, Asso- 
ciation of Trial Lawyers of Amer- 
ica and others. She was listed in 
Who's Who of American Women 
(1985-86) and Who's Who in the 
West (1984-85). 





Margaret served as vice presi- 
dent of the Provo/Orem Chamber 
of Commerce and chaired the 
committee which issued the report 
that the two chambers be merged; 
she was elected to the Utah State 
Board of Education in 1982 and re- 
elected in 1984. She was a mem- 
ber of the Utah State Land Board 
and a member of the Utah State 
Community Impact Board/Disaster 
Relief Board, Chairman of the 
Mountain Land Headstart Board in 
Utah County, member of the 
Provo School District Vocational 
Advisory Committee, member of 
the Utah Bar Journal Committee, 
and she was an active member of 
the Republican Party, having 
served as a voting district chair- 
man and as a delegate to county, 
State, and national conventions. 
Margaret was an active member of 
the Church of Latter-day Saints 
and served in numerous ward and 
Stake callings. She was a member 
of the Daughters of the Utah 
Pioneers. 

Margaret is survived by two 
brothers — Dennis Pershing Nel- 
son and wife, Denise, and Aaron 
Alma Nelson and wife, Kathleen; 
two sister — Mrs. Glade M. 
Knight (Kathleen) and Mrs. David 
D. Lichfield (Karen); and 15 
nieces and nephews. 

The family wishes to extend 
their heartfelt gratitude to Dr. Ben- 
jamin Kim, and the doctors and 
6th-floor nurses of the U of U 
Medical Center who’ cared for 
Margaret during her prolonged 
hospitalizations.

BY-LAWS 
of the 
NATIONAL UTAH TOKEN SOCIETY 


ARTICLE 1 - MEMBERSHIP 


i Any person of good character, 18 years of age or more, and 
interested in the objects of this organization, and recommended by 
at least one member of the society in good standing, and subject 
to approval as hereinafter provided, may become a member of this 
Society. 


ee Any person of good character, under 18 years of age, and 
interested in the objects or pursuits of this organization, upon 
application therefor, and recommended by at least one member of the 
Society in good standing, and Subject to the approval as 
hereinafter provided, AND with proper parental guarantees as to 
performance of contractual obligations, and adherence to these By- 
laws, may become a Junior Member of this Society. 


3. Any person who has rendered outstanding service in the field 
of Exonumia, or in any of its branches, or whose interest or 
patronage has been of outstanding advantage.or service, or whose 
talents, contributions, or. endeavors, either artistically, or 
scientifically, merit special recognition, may be nominated by the 
Governing Board for and, by unanimous approval of the member's 
present at any regular meeting, be declared an honorary member of 
this Society. 


4. The President and Governing Board have the discretion to 
establish the procedures and set forth the requirements for 
membership to this society. 


= Notice to members against whom any complaint is received shall 
be given at least FIVE (5) days notice prior to the time of 
consideration of any such complaint by the Governing Board of this 
Society and the member shall be entitled to appear and state his 
position in the matter to the Governing Board, sitting as an 
investigating body. After thorough examination of the facts and, 
if in the opinion of a majority of the Governing Board, the action 
of the member complained of is such as to warrant the expulsion or 
removal of such member from the Society, the Governing Board shall 
review a brief summary of the matter in factual form and determine 
whether removal or expulsion of such individual member shall be 
had. 


Proceedings in such matters shall be had On such reasonable 
notice, but not less than TEN (10) days in any case, as may be 
prescribed by the Governing Board at its discretion, and the time 
and place shall be such as to permit the member concerned to have 
reasonable opportunity to present such facts or argument or other 
statements as he may desire and the Governing Board may adjourn 
any such hearing to further the attendance of the member concerned, 
his representative(s), witness, or counsel. 











6. Any person of good character, 18 years of age or more, who has 
been a member of this society in good standing for at least one 
year, and subject to approval as described hereafter, may become 
a life member of this society. 


re Upon completion of their term of office, past presidents shall 
receive the honorary title of life member. This shall be a 
membership in name only and such members shall be subject to the 
requirements of Article III of these By-laws. 


ARTICLE II - DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


in The PRESIDENT shall preside at all meetings of the Society and 
of the Governing Board, and it shall be his duty to preserve order 
at these meetings. He shall appoint all such Committees, either 
standing or otherwise, as may be necessary or provided for in 
connection with Society activities. He shall approve all 
expenditures, and countersign all disbursement orders or checks, 
and shall be ex-officio, a member of all committees, and he shall 
Supervise and coordinate the work of all special committies, and 
generally supervise the affairs of the Society, in accordance with 
the provisions of the articles of incorporation, these By-laws, 
and the policies promulgated by the Governing Board. 


2. The VICE-PRESIDENT shall perform any or all duties of the 
President in the latter's absence, or when called upon by the 
President to do so. He will head up the Election Committee and 
will appoint two (2) other committee members from the Society's 
membership. 

34 The SECRETARY shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Society and of the Governing Board in a minute book to be provided 
for such purpose. He shall carry on all correspondence and perform 
such other duties as may be assigned by the Society and its 
Governing Board. The Secretary will be charged with the 
responsibility for the minutes for the present year and the minutes 
of years previous shall be held for a period of at least seven 
years in case of audit. 


4. The TREASURER shall receive all monies paid into the Society, 
and handle or deposit the same in such manner or in such depositary 
aS may be designated by the Governing Board. He shall pay all 
bills and accounts of the Society, as and when ordered or 
authorized by the Governing Board, the Society, or the President 
acting within the scope of his authority, all of which shall be 
approved by the President or Vice-President, and to sign all checks 
Or orders for the payment of the Society's funds, and he shall keep 
an accurate record of all receipts and expenditures, together with 
such supporting data or vouchers as may be required and shall 
furnish such statements of the financial position of the Society 
upon all necessary, convenient, or stated periods and he shall 
Submit all records to the Governing Board, or a committee thereof, 














for an annual audit. A summary of all checks paid out during the 
current month shall be given to the Board at its regular meeting, 
along with a summary of the bank balance for the current and 
previous months, and the Treasurer, at the time of this report, 
Shall answer any questions concerning the financial position of 
the organization. All checks are to be co-signed by the President, 
the Treasurer, or a third member of the Governing Board. 


5. The WAGONMASTER(S) shall be in charge of planning, organizing, 
and safety of all field trips and shall lead such trips, or appoint 
a substitute who is familiar with his plans to lead the trips in 
his necessary absence. The Wagonmaster also is in charge of 
locating and purchasing or otherwise obtaining items for the 
Society's monthly raffle. 


6. The EDITOR is responsible for publication of the Token Hunter, 
the monthly newsletter of the Society. The Editor is in charge of 
Organization, general content, printing, mailing and distribution 
of the newsletter as approved by the Governing Board. 


in The immediate past president shall be current year Token & 
Coin Show chariman, by honorary decree. ) 


8. The past president, with the approval of the president and the 
governing board, shall appoint from the membership such committees 
as may be necessary for the Coin & Token Show. 


9. All officers at the time of their installation shall take a 
Proper oath of affirmation, to be approved or prescribed by the 
Governing Board, which oath, among other things, shall provide that 
all property of the Society belonging to it shall be delivered up 
to any successor or successors of any such office or officer. 


10. The GOVERNING BOARD of this Society shall consist of the 
above-named officers with the Past President as an ex-officio 
member. The main foals of the Governing Board are: 


continuity from year to year, long range goals, eyes 
to the future, approval of any program that may 
deplete funds, set guidelines that will help the 
current President and Board. 


In the case of a vacancy in any office between annual meetings 
arising from any cause, the President may, with the approval of 
a majority of the Governing Board, appoint from among the 
membership an individual to complete such unexpired portion of the 
term remaining: provided, however, that if the vacancy exists in 
the office of the President, the Vice-President shall become 
President, and the vacancy them arising shall be filled as provided 
hereinabove. 














ARTICLE III - DUES 


dis Every regular member, individual or family, shall pay dues, 
beginning on the first day of January of each year. Dues shall be 
set by the President and Governing Board for each year. Junior 
members are not required to pay dues. 


Bis Determining factors for setting dues will be Token Hunter 
cost, rent, or other outstanding bills of the society. 


os Dues will not be set to gain profit. 


4. Honorary members, as such, shall not be required to pay dues 
or other assessments. 


ae Any member who is one-quarter of a year in arrears with dues 
shall be dropped from the membership list. Upon payment of the 
dues, any member may be reinstated as a member in good standing, 
unless theretofore expelled, or removed by the Board. 


6. Every member applying for life membership shall at the time 
of his application for life membership. pay a one time fee 
equivalent to the amount of fifteen (15) times the current regular 
annual dues at the time of payment. 


ARTICLE IV - PROFIT - ASSETS 


- It is the intent of the National Utah Token Society to be a 
non-profit, voluntary organization. 


2s No part of the net earnings, if any, of the corporation shall 
inure to the benefit of any member, officer, Board member, or to 
any private individual. 


3s Any part of the profits that may accrue shall not benefit any 
member, officer, Board member, or any private individual. 


4. Upon the dissolution of the corporation, the assets of the 
corporation shall be distributed to charitable organizations which 
would qualify under the provisions of Sections 501(c)(3) and 
170(b) (1) of the Internal Revenue Code. 


5. Auctions or special programs may be held to raise funds. All 
profits shall go to the organization or program the event was held 
for. Individuals in or out of the club shall not benefit 
personally. 


6. If and when the finances of the Society permit, and with the 
approval of the President and the Governing Board, a Token & Coin 
Show may be held by the Society, and rules governing such Show 
Shall be set by the Governing Board. 











ARTICLE V - ELECTIONS 


ls In September of each year, the Vice-President shall, as 
Chairman of the Election Committee, appoint two (2) members to such 
committee from the general membership. 


eae The Committee shall present a slate of officers at the regular 
October meeting and nominations shall further be opened to regular 
members from the floor. Permission to nominate shall be secured 
before presentation. 


a0 Voting shall be by written ballot at the November meeting or 
by written ballot mailed to each member in good standing by the 
30th of November. These ballots shall be returned to the Election 
Committee by December 14th at the latest. 


4. Each individual shall have one vote. Ina family membership, 
each individual over the age of 18 shall have one vote. Junior 
members are non-voting members. 


=e Installation of new officers shall be by the President at the 
regular December meeting and the new officers will begin serving 
as of January 1 of each year. 


ARTICLE VI - MEETINGS 


a Regular meetings of the Society shall be held at such times 
and at such places as may be set by the President and Governing 
Board. 


ee Special meetings of the Society for any purpose may be called, 
upon due notice to members, by the President, or in his absence by 
the Vice-President. 


ARTICLE VII - COURTESY 


din When any member is searching an area on field trips and finds 
something of interest or value, that member has the right to 
continue the search alone unless he/she specifies otherwise. Other 
members should give him/her at least a 15 ft. circle from the 
Original find as common courtesy, until he/she states that this 
area is open to all members and that he/she is through searching 
the area or wants to share it with other members. 


This By-law should be upheld by all members except when two 
Or members, or the entire club, have made prior arrangements to 
search an area as a team or group. In this case, a decision as to 
what shall be done with recovered articles should be made before 
the search is begun. 

















2. Whenever the gender designation of "he" or "him" has been 
@ used, it is expected that this applies equally to the Society's 

female members, and the male designation was used for purposes of 
Simplification. 


ARTICLE VIII - AMENDMENTS 


These By-laws may be amended by a two thirds (2/3) vote of the 
members constituting a quorum present at any regular, or annual, 
or special meeting of the Society, providing that at least (10) 
days prior a written notice as to the nature or kind of amendments 
proposed to be adopted or acted upon has been previously delivered 
personally or through the mails with First Class postage prepaid 
to each member in good standing and entitled to vote thereon.

However, it was a pro- 
moter, Herbert Bucklen, that actually 
marketed Dr. King’s formulas.

Bucklen & Co., Chicago, Illinois, ap- 
pears in the emrbossing on Dr. King 
bottles. 

During the 1890s, when Dr. King’s 
New Discovery for Consumption was 
popular, medical knowledge was es- 
tablishing that "consumption" was 


- actually a catch-all for colds and a 


variety of bronchial ailments. Thus 
Dr. King’s New Discovery for Con- 
sumption gave way to Dr. King’s New 
Discovery for Coughs and Colds. 

The New Discovery for Consump- 
tion was marketed in a panel prescrip- 
tion style bottle blown of bottle-giass 
green (light aqua) glass. Our example 















A piece of cullet (broken glass thrown 
into the batch) that didn’t totally melt 
appears in the neck of the Dr. King 
bottle. 


is 8 inches tall. It was blown ina ea 
mold that formed the lip, which was 
tooled to finish it. 

Dr. King’s New Discovery bottles 
(both for Consumption and for Coughs 
and Colds) generally have bold em- 
bossing. This quality of lettering, which 
really stands out, makes them a wel- 
come addition to a collection. They 
are fairly widely distributed, however, 
so their value is around $3.0
